Assistant  Sociology  Professor  Charley  Flint  will  be  this  year’s 
honorary  alumna,  an  award  given  to  the  individuals  who  have 
coniribulcd  to  or  typify  the  Livingston  mission.  A very  popular 
faculty  member  among  students.  Flint  was  the  first  black  woman 
to  receive  the  Ph.  D in  Sociology  at  Rutgers,  in  1981 . She  taught  at 
Livingston  from  1974  to  1984  and  is  well  known  for  the  student 
internship  program  she  began  at  the  College.  Dr,  Flint  is  also 
recognized  for  the  work  she  has  done  with  inmates  and  ex-mates 
of  Rahway  state  prison  to  counsel  them  and  provide  the  training 
needed  to  survive  in  the  non-criminal  world.  While  now  leaching 
at  William  Paterson  College,  she  is  currently  involved  in  a 
grievance  against  her  Rutgers  department  chair. 

LCAG  President  Chris  Berzinski  observed.  "Wc  honor  Dr, 
Flint  because  of  her  contributions  to  the  students  and  community 
of  Livingston.  Her  service  to  students  extended  beyond  the 
classroom.  Hundreds  of  students  can  testify  to  her  excellence  as 
a teacher  There  are  too  few  faculty  as  committed  to  teaching  as 
Charley,  and  there  arc  too  few  women  and  minority  teachers  at 
the  University.”

(our)  goals.  Wc  admitted  a 
population  of  students  who  mir- 
rored the  population  of  the  state 
in  racial-ethnic  composition,  in  a 
range  of  socio-economic 
backgrounds  and  with  a larger 
percentage  of  oui-of-stalc 
residents  chan  Ihe  old  New 
Brunswick  colleges,  and  we  set  the 
standards  in  these  regards  for 
others,  Wc  employed  faculty  and 
administrators  from  highly  diverse 
backgrounds  and  demonstrated 
by  our  actions  that  affirmative  ac- 
tion IS  not  a numbers  game  but  a 
real  life  principle  which  is  fully  at- 
tainable. Livingston  initiated  a 
great  many  new  programs  and 
new  departments  including  some 
which  were  and  arc  still  among  the 
best  in  Rutgers  University.  To 
mention  a few  would  be  unserving 
to  others,  so  bear  with  me  while  I 
lick  them  off  and  hope  that  I miss 
none  of  them:  Alricana  Studies, 
Anthropology.  Behavioral 
Biology,  Chinese.  Community 
Development.  Comparative 
Literature.  Computer  Science. 
Jazz,  Journalism  and  Mass 
Media.  Linguistics,  Physician’s 
Assistant,  Public  Health  Ad- 
ministration, Puerto  Rican 
Studies.  Social  Work.  Urban 
Planning  and  Policy,  Urban 
Studies.  Urban  Teacher  Educa- 
tion. and  Women’s  Studies. 

Then  reorganization  occurred 
and  we  at  Rutgers  and  at  Liv- 
ingston changed  forever,  and  we 
arc  still  changing.  Rutgers  Univer- 
sity is  on  a path  that  seems  destin- 
ed to  rare  distinction,  and  we  were 
and  are  a part  of  it . Those  who  say 
the  old  Livingston  is  gone  are  both 
right  and  wrong.  We  are  not 
organized  as  before  and  have  less 
autonomy  than  before,  but  we  are 
dispersed  to  all  parts  of  Rutgers. 
Beyond  those  curriculum  areas 
listed  above,  we  have  made  our 
impact  on  Rutgers  University  in 
subtle  ways.  So.  rather  than  dwell- 
ing on  how  we  have  changed,  look 
at  how  the  rest  of  Rutgers  Univer- 
sity has  changed  as  a result  of  our 
initiatives.  You  as  alumni  know  of 
curriculum  changes,  admissions 
policy  influences,  faculty  and  pro- 
gram improvements,  and  student 
life  developments.  It  is  my  opin* 
ion  that  Livingston  College  did

The  second  issue  is  dirccilv 
related  to  the  future  of  the  college 
During  ihe  Spring  of  191^4.  the 
University  Board  ol  Governors 
(BOG)  approved  the  csiahlisfi- 
mcni  of  an  undcrgradualc 
business  school  which  would 
jointly  grant  degrees  with  the  New 
Brunswick  colleges.
